Further rate hikes could “cool off” capital projects: Councillor

Further interest rate hikes could 
prompt Mississauga to delay or shelve 
capital projects including roadwork 
and bridge construction, according to 
a city councillor. 
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This week, the Bank of Canada hiked 
its key overnight lending rate by a 
quarter point to 0.7%, the first increase 
in seven years. 

The increase was due to stron- 
ger-than-expected economic growth, 
prompting some analysts to forecast

another increase later this year. 

The modest quarter point increase is 
unlikely to have much impact on Mis- 
sissauga infrastructure plans this year, 
but further hikes may prompt a rethink 
of priorities and delay some projects.

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Multi-vehicle crash leaves 
boy in critical condition 


A multi-vehicle crash in 
Mississauga resulted in a 
12-year-old boy being air- 
lifted to hospital in critical 
condition, Ontario Provin- 
cial Police have reported. 

The incident occurred on 
the westbound QEW at the 
Cawthra Road ramp just 
before 11 a.m. on Thurs- 
day morning. According to 
police reports, several ve- 


hicles were involved in the 
incident, including a trac- 
tor-trailer and at least five 
other vehicles. One of the 
vehicles spun out of control, 
resulting in a chain reaction 
that blocked off the west- 
bound lanes for hours. 

The boy was was trans- 
ported to the Hospital for 
Sick Children by an OR- 
NGE air ambulance. He 


is expected to make a full 
recovery. Six other people, 
including two children un- 
der the age of 12, suffered 
non-life-threatening inju- 
ries and were taken to hos- 
pital. 

OPP reports that an in- 
vestigation into the cause of 
the crash is underway, but 
charges had not been laid as 
of Thursday evening.

Peel Police calls Spring Gun Amnesty

The Street Crime Gang 
Unit is calling its Spring 
Gun Amnesty Program in 
the Region of Peel a success. 
The program ran from May

They visited a total of 52 
homes during the amnesty 
and received a total of 69 
firearms. 

They also gathered 6 
edged weapons and a total 
of 75 pounds of ammunition 
during the program. 

Police describe the 
program is an “attempt 
to further enhance public 
safety.” 

They say the Spring 
Gun Amnesty Program 
“provided members of 
the community [with]

The amnesty includes 
all firearms including 
handguns, long guns and 
non-restricted, restricted or 
prohibited weapons. 

Police say the public

They are offering

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Third crash this year at QEW

For the third time this 
year, and the second time 
this month, a vehicle has 
plowed into the QEW 
barrier near Dixie Road. 

According to Peel Re- 
gional Police, a van drove 
into the barrier at North 
Service Road and Har- 
vest Road around 2 p.m. 
Wednesday afternoon. 

The male driver of the 
vehicle was trapped in 
his car for several min- 
utes before Mississauga 


firefighters extracted him 
from the vehicle. 

The man was taken to 
hospital with minor inju- 
ries and later released. 

Wednesday’s crash is 
the second accident at the 
QEW barrier in a week. 

Last Wednesday, a 
woman suffered serious 
injuries when she lost 
control of her vehicle and 
drove into the same bar- 
rier near the Dixie Road/ 
North Service Road inter- 


section. 

A large section of the 
wall was knocked down 
during that accident. 

This past January, a 
van plowed through the 
barrier and was hit by a 
tractor-trailer, causing a 
multi-vehicle crash. 

Peel Police are warning 
drivers to expect delays, 
as repairs will be needed 
for the damaged wall. 


Caledon man drowns 
after boat capsizes 


A Caledon man is one 
of two men who drowned 
in waters near Wasaga 
Beach on the weekend, 
police say. 

27-year old Dilvinder 
Lakhanpal of Caledon 
and Nimit Sharma, 26, 
of Collingwood died in 
an apparent boating ac- 
cident. 

Police say the two men 
were last seen in an in- 


flatable boat at the mouth 
of the Nottawasaga River 
Saturday afternoon. 

Wasaga Beach Fire and 
Emergency Management 
reported that the pair 
were boating in “rough 
water conditions” on 
Georgian Bay when the 
boat capsized. 

Fire Chief Michael 
McWilliam released a 
statement saying “wit- 


nesses on shore saw the 
two men struggling in the 
waves then disappear.” 

Searchers found the 
bodies Saturday after an 
hour of looking for the 
men. 

OPP said the victims 
were not wearing life 
jackets and do not con- 
sider alcohol to be a fac- 
tor.

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Homeowners’ budgets could be eaten up by rate hike

A mortgage expert says 
this week’s hike in interest 
rates could further cool off 
Peel Region’s real estate 
market. 

On Wednesday, the Bank 
of Canada raised its key 
overnight lending rate from 
0.5 percent to 0.75 percent. 

The resulting increase in 
payments on variable rate 
mortgages and lines of cred- 
it will take a modest bite out 
of many household budgets. 

Mortgage expert May 
Monteiro of Verico Reli- 
ance says her clients have 
thus far declined to ‘lock in’ 
to fixed rates, although an- 
other increase in October 
might change that. 

“T did hear from a couple 
of them. They said they’d 
wait for the next announce- 
ment to see how it feels and 
possibly lock in then,” she 
said. 


As far as the real estate 
market in Peel is concerned, 
Monteiro says this rate hike 
is one of a number of key 
factors pressuring home 
prices, which have fallen 
about 10% over the last few 
months. 

“T think there’s a lot fac- 
tors cooling off the market 
right now. This could slow 
it down a little bit further,” 
she said. 

The drop in prices may 
serve to open up the market 
to first-time homebuyers 
despite the small increase in 
rates. 

“We're seeing things sit a 
bit longer, so I believe it has 
cooled off a bit. I’m just hop- 
ing that in a while we'll have 
a market open to first time 
homebuyers.” 

“So that when they do 
have normal conditions, 
maybe we can extend the 
amortization and allow first 
time homebuyers back into 


the market 
again,” Mon- 
teiro said. 

Trying to 
predict which 
way the Bank 
of Canada will 
go next is al- 
most impossi- 
ble, but Mon- 
tiero _— points 
to the modest 
growth in Can- 
ada’s economy 
as a sign that 
rates may con- 
tinue to stay 
low. 

“The econ- 
omy is not at 
full strength. I 
just don’t believe that we’re 
going to be another hit real 
soon with another 0.25% in- 
crease.” 

A hike in rates also has an 
impact on taxes and munic- 
ipal government revenues.

Councillor George Carlson 
says the city is keeping a 
close eye on real estate val- 
ues as they have a direct im- 
pact on assessments. 

“Tf our assessment base 
drops, we have to adjust the 
mill rate. Otherwise, our

”*We have to keep an eye 
on real estate to make sure 
we keep all the assessment 
in bounds,” he said.

“Higher interest is meant 
to cool the economy down 
and it has that effect,“ said 
Ward 11 Councillor George 
Carlson, including ‘cooling 
off’ “a few capital projects.” 

“We can certainly post- 
pone road widening, new 
bridges, recreational cen- 
ters and swimming pools. 
There’s no law that says we 
have to build them. So if 
our money isn’t available at 
a decent rate, council will 
have to decide what’s im- 
portant and what can wait. 
It’s really not much different 
than being a homeowner. If 
the interest rate on the new 
car is 12 percent, maybe the 
old car is going to have to 
last another year,” Carlson 
said. 

He says rates can have 
determine whether projects 


are financed over a longer 
period of time, ending up 
in the “10-year plan rather 
than the 5 year plan.” 

Ultimately, borrowing 
costs generally increase de- 
pending on how long financ- 
ing period is extended. 

The rate hike corresponds 
with a general cooling off in 
housing prices in Peel Re- 
gion. 

Carlson says he 
follows the real es- 
tate markets very 
closely because it has 
a direct impact on 
assessments and tax 
revenues. 

“My realtor bud- 
dies are ringing their 
hands. There’s been 
a definite slowdown 
and a return to nor- 
mal and a little drop 
in the price.” 

The return to ‘nor- 


mal’, coupled with rising 
rates that could further cool 
off the real estate market, 
may lead to pressure city tax 
revenues. 

“We depend on assess- 
ments to raise taxes. If our 
assessment base drops, then 
we have to adjust the mill 
rate. Otherwise, our reve- 
nue stream is not stable,” he 
said.

A recent briefing by M 
If provincial MPP Jagmeet 
Singh wins the federal 
NDP leadership this fall, he 
would be the most promi- 
nent Osgoode Hall graduate 
from Brampton heading a 
major political party since 
William Grenville Davis 
nearly half a century ago. 

There’s a lot of similar- 
ities between the two men 
despite their 50-year age 
difference. 

Both are lawyers, pro- 
gressives and consensus 
builders in their respec- 
tive NDP and Ontario PC 
parties, believers in social 
justice and soft-spoken men 
with strong family ties. 

But it’s the differences be- 
tween them that reflect to- 
day’s demographic realities 
in the GTA and the political 
opportunities that lie ahead 
as voters face pivotal elec- 
tions in Ontario less than a 
year away and nationally in 
the fall of 2019. 

Davis was a product of 
small-town Ontario when 
Brampton had fewer than 
10,000 residents and was 
its own separate community 
half a century ago. 

As education minister 
and then as premier for 
more than 13 years in the 
’70s and early ’80s, Davis 
- known as “Bland Bill” for 
his low-keyed political style, 
was one of the most suc- 
cessful Ontario politicians 
ever, winning four elections 
and extending Tory rule in 
this province to more than 
42 years. 

Beloved in his hometown, 
87-year-old Davis’s name 
adorns the big provincial 
courthouse on Hurontario 
Street in southern Bramp- 
ton, as well as schools and 
local centres across the

community, which today 
is one of Canada’s fast- 
est-growing and diverse 
cities, with more than 
600,000 residents. 

Singh, a 38-year-old Sikh 
who wears a yellow Dastaar, 
or traditional turban im- 
portant to Sikh culture and 
identity, is trying to lead a 
national party that has nev- 
er been headed by a visible 
minority leader. 

The son of immigrant 
parents from the north 
Indian state of Punjab, the 
former GTA trial lawyer, 
jiu jitsu mixed martial arts 
competitor and fashion 
and style icon has been an 
MPP from Bramalea-Go- 
re-Malton since 2011. 

He was also Ontario’s 
first turban-wearing Sikh 
MPP and in recent years 
the provincial NDP’s deputy 
leader. 

Yet, with the rapid 
changes in the country after 
decades of immigration, 
Singh and the NDP may 
be in a position to cash in 
on growing ethnic diver- 
sity in the GTA and Metro 
Vancouver, where hundreds 
thousands of south Asians 
live. There’s no doubt the 
NDP leadership candidate 
sees himself as someone 
who can expand the party’s 
reach especially in those big 
Canadian cities. 


“Tm the growth candidate 
in this race,” Singh assert- 
ed at a recent leadership 
debate in Saskatchewan 
against his three rivals -- 
federal MPs Charlie Angus, 
Niki Ashton and Guy Caron. 
“Tm connecting with people 
and bringing them to our 
home with the NDP. This is 
our path to victory.” 

There are nearly 469,000 
Sikhs living in Canada, with 
the vast majority in British 
Columbia and Ontario. In 
fact, Peel Region’s Sikh 
population is the highest in 
the GTA and south Asian is 
the No. 1 reported visible 
minority in Mississauga, 
Brampton and Caledon. 

The growing ethnic vote 
continues to be a key battle- 
ground for all three major 
political parties. 

In the 2011 federal 
election, the south Asian 
vote generally supported 
Stephen Harper’s Conserva- 
tives, helping the Tories win 
32 of 47 seats in the GTA 
and sweeping all the ridings 
in Peel Region on their way 
to a majority government. 

Four years later, Justin 
Trudeau’s Liberals reversed 
that tide and won all the 
Peel seats in the 2015 vote 
that gave the Liberals their 
current majority. Many of 
those ridings were compet- 
itive so a strong showing 


by an NDP led by a leader 
such as Singh could bleed 
votes away from Trudeau’s 
Liberals in 2019 and help 
the Tories. 

The Conservatives have 
their own new leader, An- 
drew Scheer, and have been 
building political bridges in 
the ethnic communities for 
more than a decade. 

On the leadership 
campaign trail, Singh and 
the other NDP leadership 
hopefuls have clashed more 
on style than on policy and 
tend to agree on things like 
a carbon tax, controlling 
pipeline growth, more 
health and social spending, 
helping the poor and taxing 
the rich. 

In the Saskatchewan 
debate, Singh and Angus 
locked horns over Singh’s 
plan to reduce pension 
benefits for richer seniors as 
part of his poverty reduc- 
tion plan. But overall, the 
NDP vote in October will be 
decided mainly on style. 

And as Toronto Life 
magazine and many other 
Canadian publications have 
said in rent years - in cham- 
pioning his fashion sense 
he’s got plenty of style.

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Councillor rejects ‘draconian land grab’ from “Central Park” holdouts

A Mississauga Council- 
lor is rejecting the idea of 
a ‘land grab’ from property 
holdouts refusing to make 
way for a proposed park in 
Cooksville. 

Ward 11 Councillor 
George Carlson says ex- 
propriation is a last resort 
for things like airports or 
400-series highways. 

“If in the end, people 
didn’t want to sell their 
property voluntarily, the 
City doesn’t usually expro- 
priate for parkland. That’s 
a bit draconian. We want 
people to sell us their land. 
It’s not generally a matter 
of grabbing the land from 
them,” Carlson said. 

Mississauga is hoping to 
turn a residential area near 
Cooksville Creek into its 
‘Central Park’, but there are 
23 homes that currently sit 
on land designated for the 
proposed green space. 


Last month, council 
passed a motion giving staff 
the power to “enter into 
negotiations with various 
landowners for parkland 
acquisition.” 

Letters have gone out to 
homeowners, and _ negotia- 
tions are at an early stage. 

Laura Piette, the city’s Di- 
rector of Parks and Forest- 
ry, says she’s dealing direct- 
ly with homeowners willing 
to sell. 

A 2015 staff report found 
the city very much in need 
of more parkland. Despite 
that, expropriation is not 
currently part of the acqui- 
sition plan. 

“The City has an ability 
to expropriate. It’s not the 
City’s practice. Certainly at 
this point, all we’re doing is 
step one to see what the in- 
terest is,” Piette said. 

If all 23 homeowners 
agreed to uproot, the park 
would be 25 acres in size. 


Carlson says if there are 
holdouts, the size and shape 
of the green space could be 
designed around the prop- 
erty of homeowners refus- 
ing to move. 

“If there was a holdout 


that wanted to live there, 
we'd still provide the drive- 
way and probably just work 
around the guy. Sooner or 
later, people want to move. 
For the estate of a holdout, 
the kids acquire the proper- 


ty later on and they certain- 
ly always sell,” he said. 
Staff has the green light 
to offer up to $2 million for 
homes. Offers over $2 mil- 
lion will have will have to go 
before council for approval. 


If homeowners do not 
want to sell, staff will con- 
sider what their next steps 
will be. No word yet on what 
those ‘next steps’ could be. 

Staff is expected to report 
back to Council in the Fall. 


Minimum wage hike could bankrupt 
Brampton manufacturer

A Brampton manufac- 
turing company has stated 
that the proposed changes 
to Ontario’s minimum wage 
would be “devastating” for 
them. 

“In the worst case scenar- 
io, we could be looking at 
bankruptcy, and that would 
mean that a $3.8-million 
dollar payroll would be elim- 
inated,” said Karl Wirtz, the 
president of WG Pro-Manu- 
facturing. 

The company spoke out 
earlier this week regarding 
the changes, which are cur- 
rently being put forward for 
public input by the Ontario 
government via public fo- 
rums being held across the 
country. 

The Liberal government’s 
proposed bill will increase 
the minimum wage from 
$11.40 to $11.60 an hour in 
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October, followed by a raise 
to $14 an hour at the begin- 
ning of 2018 and a further 
increase to $15 an hour in 
2019. The legislation also 
seeks to bring equal pay for 
part-time workers, along 
with expanded vacation and 
emergency leave  entitle- 
ments for full-time employ- 
ees. 

Wirtz, the founder and 
president of the company, 
said in a release this week 
that the impact to his bot- 
tom line would be devastat- 
ing not only their company, 
but for many local business- 
es. 

The increase would cause 
staffing costs at the busi- 
ness, which handles food 
and confectionary packag- 
ing, to raise by a million dol- 
lars in a single year. Wirtz 
says that such an increase 
would be unsustainable. “At 
no time did we account for, 


or even consider, an imme- 
diate and sudden 22.8% la- 
bour increase,” he said. 

In a statement released 
this week, a coalition of 
groups including the Cana- 
dian Franchise Association, 
Ontario Chamber of Com- 
merce and Restaurants Can- 
ada said that there would be 
writing a letter to Premier 
Kathleen Wynne opposing 
the hike. 

“Many Ontario employ- 
ers, especially small busi- 
nesses, are now consider- 
ing closing their business 
because they do not have 
the capacity to successfully 
manage such reforms,” the 
statement said. 

“To plan effectively and 
protect jobs, employers 
need predictability and time 
to adjust the cost of other in- 
puts where we can. There is 
no way to absorb and adjust 
to a 32 percent hit in less 


than 18 months.” 

The legislation is being 
pushed forward at a time 
when WG is in the process 
of exponential growth, said 
Wirtz, and they have more 
than 200 employees with a 
further increase of 45 em- 
ployees for summer and fall 
production, plus 80 employ- 
ees through local agencies. 

Businesses must rely on 
a consistent and structured 
labour market, Wirtz said, 
noting that there cannot 


be an unplanned initiative 
that doesn’t allow at least 3 
years to adjust and produce 
in an environment that has 
wage sustainability. “A la- 
bour rate of $14.00, or even 
$15.00 dollars, cannot be 
unplanned and sudden,” he 
said. 

In an interview earlier this 
week, Ontario Economic 
Development Minister Brad 
Duguid told reporters that 
he was sympathetic to needs 
of local businesses, espe- 


cially smaller ones. Citing 
“complex policies”, he stated 
that he wants to ensure that 
there are unintended conse- 
quences. 

“If there’s more work 
to be done in terms of the 
details and potential unin- 
tended consequences, that’s 
something we're certainly 
happy to do with our busi- 
ness community,” he said.

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Costs of enforcing Ontario labour changes climb for Peel taxpayers

The cost of provincial 
labour rule changes is ris- 
ing as municipalities weigh 
the impact of the Wynne 
government’s proposals on 
their bottom line. 

After crunching the num- 
bers, Peel Region staff says 
the cost to taxpayers of en- 
forcing rules related to paid 
emergency leave will exceed 
$200,000.00. 

Employees are allowed 
ten days emergency leave 
without pay. 

The Wynne government 
is proposing to provide all 
employees with at least two 
days of paid time off. 

At the municipality, full 
timers and many of the 
non-bargaining staff already 
get a minimum of two days. 

At a meeting Thursday 
July 6, councillors were told 
the proposed new rules will 
mean extending those paid

benefits to part-timers and 
short-term employees who 
currently don’t qualify. 

“We would have to pro- 
vide two paid days. We’ve 
costed that and it would 
impact roughly about 550

Jeff Sawchuck, Manager of 
Employee Relations. 

Bill 148 (the Fair Work- 
places, Better Jobs Act) calls 
for raising the minimum 
wage to $15.00 an hour. 

Mississauga Mayor Bon- 
nie Crombie says the transi- 
tion to the $14.00 minimum 
wage and then the $15.00 
minimum wage is “cost- 
ing us a million dollars this 
year and two million in two 
years.” 

The changing workplaces 
review launched in 2015 led 
to a series of reeommenda- 
tions.

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Federal funding given to 
Mississauga Library System to 
address homelessness problem 


The Mississauga Library 
System is looking to imple- 
ment solutions to homeless- 
ness with the help of federal 
funding. 

It was announced Thurs- 
day afternoon that the Li- 
brary System was awarded 
$122,524 in federal funding 
as part of the Canadian gov- 
ernment’s Homelessness 
Parenting Strategy, which 
was designed to support the 
development of innovative 
approaches to preventing 
and reducing homelessness. 

The Library System plans 
to use the funds to create 
a pilot project called Open 
Window Hub, which seeks 
to help homeless individu- 
als in Mississauga. 

According to the Mis- 
sissauga Food Bank, the 
issue of homelessness is 
closely linked to the issue of 
poverty. More than 182,000 
people in Mississauga live 
below the poverty line. 

The pilot project includes 
several initiatives, includ- 
ing an increase in outreach 
services offered through 


the library, promoting 
inclusiveness to vulnerable 
youths and adults, connect- 
ing homeless individuals 
with professionals who can 
help assess and address 
their situation, and pro- 
viding a referral service 
that connects at-risk and 
homeless individuals with 
community agencies that 
offer employment services. 

“Open Window utilizes 
best practices from library 
programs focused on the 
homeless population. It will 
also help ensure partner- 
ships are developed and 
maintained between the 
Library and other service 
organizations,” said Rose 
Vespa, director of Library 
Services. “Funding such as 
this allows us to address 
a gap in service. We will 
create innovative day-time 
library programs that 
provide outreach and links 
to services for the homeless 
population they can easily 
access through our librar- 
ies.” 

Additionally, the library 


system will hire a Homeless 
Prevention Outreach Work- 
er to support and empower 
at-risk and homeless indi- 
viduals. They will develop 
treatment and housing plans 
to overcome homelessness 
and connect those in need to 
necessary services. 

“This new position is 
vital,” said Vespa. “The 
worker will connect directly 
with homeless clients while 
helping our libraries and 
staff to remove barriers to 
services and to increase 
social inclusion.” 

Jean-Yves Duclos, Min- 
ister of Families, Children 
and Social Development, 
thanked the City in a release 
on Thursday for its help 
addressing the homeless- 
ness issue. “This project is a 
prime example of how such 
a unique outreach program 
can effectively explore inno- 
vative ways to help prevent 
and reduce homelessness 
and make a real difference 
in the lives of community 
homeless populations.”

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Remembering 
Gaylord Powless 


An Article on Gaylord Powless 
from the summer of 2001

Canada’s sporting 
community lost one of its 
greatest athletes in late July. 

Gaylord Powless, a name 
associated with lacrosse 
excellence even years after 
his playing days concluded, 
died on July 28. He was 54. 

Powless was diagnosed 
with colon cancer three 
years ago, but he continued 
to live an active life until 
this past spring when he was 
weakened as the cancer had 
spread to his lungs. 

Though he was_ bed- 
ridden in the days leading 
up to his death, Powless 
received some news that 
cheered him up. His local 
rink, which was previously 
called the Six Nations 
Memorial Cultural Centre, 
was renamed the Gaylord 
Powless Sports Arena. 

“He was pretty happy 
about that,” said Powless’ 
only son, 20-year-old Chris. 

Powless is also survived 
by his wife Patti and their 
two daughters, Michelle, 32, 
and Gaylene, 17. 

Dave General, a_ Six 
Nations band councillor, 
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Ohsweken, Ontario 


said renaming the local 
rink after Powless was 
a unanimous decision. 
Powless’ family members 
attended the council 
meeting that July night. 

“Tt was a pretty emotional 
evening,” General said. 

But it was a fitting tribute 
for one of Ohsweken’s most 
famous individuals. 

Powless was a star in both 
the junior and professional 
ranks. 

Among the lengthy list 
of his accomplishments 
was the four consecutive 
Canadian Junior A Minto 
Cup championships from 
1964 through 1967 for the 
Oshawa Green Gaels. Twice 
Powless was selected as the 
most valuble player at the 
Minto Cup. 

“T think he really enjoyed 
his junior years the most,” 
Chris Powless said of his 
father. “He was really glad 
that he played for the late 

Mr. Jim Bishop 
(considered one of greatest 
lacrosse coaches ever) and 
the tight-knit group that 
they had there.” 


Powless went on to suit 
up for squads in various pro 
and amateur senior leagues. 
He had stints in places 
including Montreal, Detroit, 
Syracuse, Rochester, 
Portland, Brantford, 
Brampton and Coquitlam, 
B.C. 

Chris Powless is following 
in his father’s footsteps. For 
the past three years he was 
a member of the Six Nations 
Arrows, a Junior A club. 
Gaylord Powless had served 
as an assistant coach for the 
Arrows during the 2000 
season, the last team with 
which he was involved. 

Gaylord Powless was the 
oldest son of Ross Powless, 
another Canadian lacrosse 
great. Both are members of 
the Canadian Lacrosse Hall 
of Fame and are the only 
father-son tandem to be 
inducted in the hall in the 
players category. 

Editor’s note: As a 
youngster, Gaylord Powless 
was the first player/ 

name I paid attention to 
when it came to lacrosse.

Before there was Roy Hal- 
liday, there was Roy Howell. 
(and another Roy - Roy Lee 
Jackson) 

Howell became the every- 
day third baseman for the 
Toronto Blue Jays to finish 
the 1977 season, and in 96 
games with Toronto in the 
franchises first year, he hit 
-316 with 10 home runs and 
44 RBI. 

On September 10, 1977, 
Howell hit 2 home runs, 2 
doubles, a single, and col- 
lected 9 RBI in a 19-3 win 
against the Yankees at Yan- 
kee Stadium. 

Howell’s franchise record 
remained unequalled until 
August 29, 2015, when Ed- 
win Encarnacion tied his 
mark in a 15-1 win over the 
Detroit Tigers. 

EDITORS NOTE: When 
the Yankees bombed the 
Jays this month 19-1 at the 
Rogers Centre - memories of 
that game - and Roy Howel 
- from 40 years ago came to 
mind. 

Mind you - the Jays were 
winners back then. 

In 1978, Howell was se- 
lected as a reserve player 
for the 1978 Major League 
Baseball All-Star Game. 

In the fourth inning of the 
game, Howell entered as a 
pinch hitter against Steve 


Rogers of the Montreal Ex- 
pos, as he grounded out to 
first base to end the inning. 

He played in 140 games 
for the Blue Jays that sea- 
son, hitting .270 with 8 
home runs and 61 RBI. 

Howell saw his power 
numbers increase during 
the 1979 season. 

In 138 games, he hit 15 
home runs and racked up 72 
RBI, both the second high- 
est totals on the team, along 
with a .247 batting average. 
In 1980, Howell played in a 
career high 142 games, hit- 
ting .269 with 10 home runs 
and 57 RBI.] 

On October 23 of that 
year, Howell became a free 
agent. He signed with Mil- 
waukee and played there 
from 1981-84. He retired in 
September of 84 and went 
on to manage in the minor 
leagues for years. 

Born in Lompoc, Califor- 
nia in 1953, Howell will be 
64 on December 18.

For Pendlebury, it was 
difficult to isolate what 
she is looking forward to 
most. “Ultimately, I think 
the best takeaway, not just 
for me but for everyone 
involved, will be the smiles 
on the athletes’ faces as 


they compete, make friends 
and create some amazing 
memories.” When asked 
about the athletes, she said, 
“T think it will be the lasting 
friendships and camarade- 
rie as well the realization 
that their hard work and 
determination got them to 
provincials.” 

Peel has stepped up with 
an overwhelming response 
from the community in 
terms of volunteers.

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Norman Jewison - The First Inductee into Caledon’s Walk of Fame!

The Walk of Fame hon- 
ours current or past Cale- 
don residents who have 
made _ significant contri- 
butions locally, nationally 
and internationally. 

Norman Frederick Jew- 
ison — film director, pro- 
ducer and author — turns 
91 this coming Friday, July 
21. Combining talent and 
integrity, Jewison is an 
international superstar of 
legendary proportions. 

Though much of his ca- 
reer has been spent outside 
Canada, Jewison believes 
his Canadian perspective 
has brought an important 
objectivity to his work. 

Jewison was born in the 
Beaches area of Toronto. 
His father was the owner 
of a general store, and he 
attended Kew Beach Pub- 
lic School as a child. His 
first taste of showman- 
ship came when he made 
his stage debut at age 6, 
being enrolled in the Roy- 
al Conservatory of Music 
by his family. There, he 
studied piano and music 
theory, after which he at- 
tended Malvern Collegiate, 
staging and appearing in 
shows and musical come- 
dies. 

Jewison served with 
the Royal Canadian Navy 
overseas. After World War 
II, he attended Victoria 
College at the Universi- 


ty of Toronto, where he 
wrote and directed the first 
All-Varsity Revue. During 
his summer months, he 
waited on tables at the 
Banff Springs Hotel and 
produced the Banff Revue. 
After graduating from 
the University of Toronto 
with a liberal arts degree, 
Jewison went to work driv- 
ing a cab and occasionally 
performing as an actor on 
radio for the CBC. In 1950, 
he travelled to England 
for a two-year work/study 
stint with the BBC, but in 
1952, the newly launched 
CBC-TV summoned him 
back to Toronto and of- 
fered him a job as a train- 
ing assistant director. 
Jewison wrote, direct- 
ed and produced some of 
Canada’s most popular 
and successful musicals, 
comedy/variety shows 
and specials during the 
seven years that followed, 
including The Big Revue 
(1952-53; the first regu- 
lar series for the fledgling 
network), Denny Vaughan 
(1954-57), The Barris Beat 
(1956-57) and Wayne & 
Shuster. In 1958, at the in- 
vitation of CBS, he moved 
to New York to update the 
weekly television musi- 
cal Your Hit Parade. This 
led to steady work on The 
Andy Williams Show, and 
television specials featur- 
ing some of the top talent 


of the day, including Har- 
ry Belafonte (the first for 
an African-American per- 
former), Danny Kaye, Pat 
Boone, Jackie Gleason and 
Judy Garland. 

During this period, Jew- 
ison was acknowledged 
as the top director of mu- 
sical variety working in 
American television, and 
his Judy Garland Special — 
shot in Los Angeles in early 
1961 with guests that in- 
cluded Frank Sinatra and 
Dean Martin — remains a 
classic of the period and 
received 4 Emmy Award 
nominations. 

In 1963, Norman 
Jewison was offered a 
three-picture deal with 
Universal Studios, and was 
assigned two comedies. He 
got his first big break in the 
movies soon after. The no- 
toriously difficult director 
Sam Peckinpah was fired 
from a relatively low-bud- 
get poker drama for MGM, 
and Jewison was brought 
in to direct The Cincinnati 
Kid (1965). Starring Steve 
McQueen and Edward G. 
Robinson, it became a mi- 
nor commercial hit with 
extremely good reviews. 
Jewison’s Hollywood ca- 
reer was off and running. 

Since that time, Jewison 
has mostly maintained 
complete artistic control of 
all the films he has direct- 
ed. His first film as direc- 
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tor/producer was the Cold 
War comedy The Russians 
Are Coming, the Russians 
Are Coming (1966), star- 
ring Carl Reiner and Alan 
Arkin. It received 4 Oscar 
nominations, including 
Best Picture. 

Then came the film that 
Norman Jewison will al- 
ways be remembered for 
— the intense racial drama 
In the Heat of the Night 
(1967, which he direct- 
ed only), starring Sidney 
Poitier and Rod Steiger. 

The film received 8 Os- 
car nominations, including 
Jewison’s first as a direc- 
tor. It won for Best Picture, 
Actor (Seiger), Screenplay, 
Sound and Editing. 

Following In the Heat 
of the Night, Jewison was 
responsible for some of 
the biggest box-office hits 
of the late 1960s and ear- 
ly 1970s, including The 
Thomas Crown Affair 
(1968) and Fiddler on the 
Roof (1971). 

Jewison became disil- 
lusioned with the violent 
turn the racial struggles 
in the US had taken and 
moved his family to Lon- 
don, England. Fiddler on 
the Roof was shot in Yugo- 
slavia, Jesus Christ Super- 
star in Israel and Roller-

ball (4975) in Germany. 

He was persuaded to 
return to the US in 1978 
to direct and produce the 
Sylvester Stallone union 
drama F.I.S.T., which was 
followed by the Al Pacino 
courtroom drama ...And 
Justice for All (1979). 

Never comfortable liv- 
ing in Hollywood, in 1978 
he purchased a farm prop- 
erty in Caledon East and 
moved his family there 
permanently. He returned 
to form with another racial 
drama in 1984. A Soldier’s 
Story received 3 Oscar 
nominations, including 
Jewison’s second for best 
picture. Agnes of God 
(1985) was shot in Ontario 
and received another 3 Os- 
car nominations, and the 
romantic comedy Moon- 
struck, shot in Toronto and 
starring Cher and Nicolas 
Cage, was a huge box office 
hit in 1987. 

In 1988 he founded the 
Canadian Film Centre, a 
training centre located in 
the north end of Toronto 
that offers new filmmakers 
courses on directing, pro- 
ducing and screenwriting. 
It has grown into an im- 
portant film and television 
training school that has a 
justly deserved reputation 


for excellence. The Acad- 
emy of Canadian Cinema 
and Television present- 
ed Jewison with a Spe- 
cial Achievement Award 
in 1988 in recognition of 
his efforts in founding the 
centre. 

Jewison has_ received 
many honours and awards 
during his career, includ- 
ing honorary degrees from 
Trent University, the Uni- 
versity of Western Ontario 
and University of Toronto. 
In 1981, he was appointed 
an officer of the Order of 
Canada, and in 1991, he 
was promoted to the rank 
of Companion. He has re- 
ceived a star on the Hol- 
lywood Walk of Fame and 
was inducted into Cana- 
da’s Walk of Fame. 

Norman Jewison and 
Margaret Ann Dixon mar- 
ried on July 11, 1953. She 
died on November 26, 
2004, the day following 
her 74th birthday in Oran- 
geville--from undisclosed 
causes. They have three 
children: Kevin, Jennifer 
and Michael. Jewison has 
five grandchildren: Ella, 
Sam, Megan, Henry, and 
Alexandra. 

In November’ 2010, 
Jewison was remarried to 
Lynne St. David. 
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Around Caledon: The Cheltenham Badlands

Caledon’s own example 
of badlands formation, are 
located on the southeast 
side of Olde Base Line 
Road, between Creditview 
and Chinguacousy Roads, 
west of Highway 10. It fea- 
tures exposed and eroded 
Queenston Shale along the 
Niagara escarpment. It was 
exposed by poor farming 
methods in the 1930s that 
led to soil erosion and ex- 
posed the underlying shale. 

Way back when, the Chel- 
tenham Badlands were oc- 
cupied by a large river. The 
hills signify the riverbed 
and as you follow the trail, 
you begin to see the river 
history of the badlands. 
Thousands of years ago, this 
lake dried, leaving what can 
be seen today. 

The formation is mostly 
red in colour due to depos- 
its of iron oxide, but also 
includes some faint green 
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streaks due to ground water 
percolation changing the 
red iron oxide to green. 

Once farmland, it was 
purchased by the Ontario 
Heritage foundation in 
2000 and managed by the 
Bruce Trail Association. 

Development is also 
restricted on the site by 
the Niagara Escarpment 
Commission. 

There are concerns 
by conservationists that 
increased visitors to the 
area will cause damage to 
the formation and suggest 
closure or restriction of 
access to the site. Trails 
leading from the site are 
now closed. 

Parking is limited to a 
small area on the south side 
of Olde Base Line Road, 
with restrictions beyond 
and on the other side of the 
road. You will also find the 
Bruce Trail in the nearby 


forest. There are many 
strange rocks and minerals 
on the Red Clay Hills. On 
May 6, 2015, the Ontario 
Heritage Trust announced 
that the Badlands site 
would be closed to visitors 
for several years at the end 
of May, due to the excessive 
number of visitors who 
were walking on the forma- 
tions, causing damage that 
accelerated the erosion. 

As of July 2015, the 
Badlands have been fenced 
off and closed to visitors; 
marked No Trespassing and 
the parking areas have been 
changed to no parking - tow 
away zones. The closure 
is indicated as temporary 
as a public consultation 
and a Master Plan study is 
underway. 

No trails to walk, but 
you should still remember 
your camera to capture the 
Mars-like landscape.

Meditation 101 - Hectic vs. Calm

We busy 
ourselves at work and think 
about our family at home 
and what we have to do 
when we get home, and the 
reverse when we are home. 

We have a list of tasks 
that never seems to end, 
and even when we think 
we have control over it, it 
is again beyond our control 
and more gets added. We 
multi-task continually and 
rarely take the time for 
lunch break — or any break.

Being hectic is actually an 
external mode — an action. 
It is composed of too many 
things to do, directions 
and responsibilities. There 
seems to be no rest, no 
completions, no time for 
ourselves, and it ends as an 
emotional impact. 

The opposite of being 
hectic is calmness, which is 
a release — inaction. It is a 


state of being, a deep sense 
of fulfillment, completion, 
a sense of rest and an 
overall feeling.
